The delay of eight hours to the c.\ irest 


rain between New York and Bos on nt 
New London last Sunday morning, due 
to an accident to the transfer boat whicl 
plies between Groton and New London, 
has brought the Now York papers in a 
measure into a controversy regarding tlie 
imposed bridge over (lie 'Thames at New 
London.
